POPULATION. 


The population on the Ist January was estimated at 138,553 persons, con- 
sisting of 79,617 males, and 58,936 females; and, on 31st December, as consisting 
of 87,154 males, and 59,536 females, or in all 146,690 persons. It will, therefore, 
be seen that the increase to the population, in the twelve months, amounted to 
13,187 persons, of whom 7,537 were males, and 5,600 females. Immigration by 
sea contributed 5,963 males, and 3,704 females, in all 9,667 persons, or 73°59 per 
cent. to this increase, while 1,574 males, and 1,896 females, 3,470 persons, or 26°41 
per cent., shows the increase derived from excess of births over deaths.

REPORT OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVER FOR THE 
YEAR 1878. 


Str, 


The year 1873 has been marked by a considerable change from the regular and seasonable 
weather of the preceding two years, both of which were remarkable for the absence of extremes, either in 
temperature or rainfall, and freedom from tempests. 

The great extent of the colony, and consequent variety of climate in different regions, precludes 
any remarks applicable to the whole. Reference will, therefore, only now be made to the results obtained 
at the head station, at Brisbane. The particulars relative to other stations will be found in the Tables 
attached to this Report. 

TEMPERATURE. 


During the five years preceding 1873, a steady reduction in the temperature had occurred ; but, in 
my last Report, I expressed a fear that an end had come to a cycle of years of decreasing temperature, 
and that an average increase might be looked forward to. This surmise has proved to be correct, and as the 
result of over eleven hundred observations, a slight increase has been found in the daily average of the 
year, equal to three-tenths of a degree. The following figures will show the exact change :—

It is more than probable an increase of temperature will be felt for some years to come, although 
it may be very gradual. 

The highest temperature in shade, 100°5° and 101°5°, was on December 22nd and 23rd; but 97° 
was not exceeded at any other time during the year. The lowest temperature in shade, 35°, was on July 
11th ; while the thermometer, exposed on grass, once only sank below freezing. 

A brief epitome of the mean shade temperature of each month during the year, may be interesting. 
During six of the months, a reduction was apparent, and in six an increase ; the average being arrived at 
from ten years’ records In January, the temperature was 2°4° under the average; in February, 4°8° 
under; in March (the coolest of any corresponding month on record), 3°4° under; and in April, 2°3° 
under. In May, a slight increase, 0:4°, was perceptible ; and June proved to be warmer than any corres- 
ponding month on record by 2°3°.. July was 1°3° cooler, and August, 1°5° warmer, than the average ; 
while September and October were respectively 1°0° and 1:2° over, November being 0°3°, and December, 
1:2° over the monthly mean. The observations of each day will be found in Tables VII. and VIII. 


RAINFALL. 


The rainfall at, Brisbane during the year has been heavy, both as to quantity and number of days 
on which rain fell. The total fall, 62:02 inches, exceeded the average of fourteen years by 9°84 inches ; 
a larger annual quantity being recorded only three times during that period, in the years 1861, 1863, 
and 1870, when the respective totals were 69°44, 68°82, and 79:06 inches. 

Over almost the entire of the colony the rainfall was much heavier than usual, and, as a result, 
floods occurred in many places, with serious loss of property and, in several instances, of life. 

At the Lower Herbert River, lat. 18° 25’, long. 146° 6’, the greatest quantity of rainfall was 
recorded, 115°85 inches having fallen on 139 days; while at Charleville, lat. 26° 25’, long. 146° 6’, only 
15°46 inches fell during 32 days. The relative positions of those places would partly account for the 
extreine difference, the first bemg on the coast, and fully exposed to the south-east winds, which prevail 
for many succeeding months and bear a vast amount of moisture, while the other is 350 miles from the 
sea-coast. 

Rainfall observations are now regularly taken at more than fifty stations throughout the colony, 
the results being published monthly in the Government Gazette, in a form which shows the latitude and 
longitude and distance from sea-coast of each station, as well as the maximum fall during 24 hours, the 
number of days rain fell, and the total fall each month. New stations are being established, and now 
extend as far west as Fairlie Plains, lat. 27° 9', long. 145°, over 500 miles inland, and also to Cooktown, 
on the Endeavour River, lat. 15° 27’, long. 145° 15’, this being the most northerly station, excepting that 
of Cape York. : : Poe 

In arranging the general table of rainfall of the colony (Table VII.), a system to facilitate 
reference has been adopted. The stations are now grouped in three distinct classes, namely :—Stations 
on or within ten miles of the coast; stations exceeding ten miles from the coast, but lying eastward of 
the coast range ; and stations extending from the coast range inland. By this arrangement, it is believed 
a more correct knowledge of the locality, period, and quantity of rainfall will be obtained. To complete 
this table over 17,000 separate observations have been taken. ; a 

As it is chiefly by comparison a knowledge of climate is to be obtained, opportunity is taken of 
placing before the public the means of contrasting the information obtained at various periods: thus, in 
the monthly summary published in the Government Gazette of the observations taken at Brisbane, the 
results obtained during the corresponding months, for eleven years previous, are shown of the following, 
viz. :—Mean shade temperature of month ; amount of rainfall, and number of days rain fell ; the amount 
of evaporation; the number of positive and negative electrical observations ; and the direction of the 
prevailing winds.
